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Remarks ,—The nine examples on which this new race is 
founded were once referred to T. k r hmgipes described by Lyon 
from the lowlands of Pastern Sumatra and later considered by 
that author to occur also in West, South-west, and South-east 
Borneo, but I have recently seen a skin of the lesser mouse-deer 
from near Fontianak, West Borneo and it is exactly like topo- 
types of T, k. hnsei Details of the specimens are given in the 
reference quoted above.

Characters ,—A brightly coloured liuaq nearest to ■/, 
cftfitttueux (Miller), of tire Anamba Islands, but the black dorsal 
stripes arc narrower, the crown darker, the muzzle greyer and 
less golden, and 11 is feet, especially the fore-feet, darker 
(blackened). Resembles CHitf/mims in that the back between 
the dorsal stripe-! is xhucli greyer and Jess chcstmit than the sides 
of the body, thereby forming a sharp contrast; Hairs of the 
tail tipped with white.

able. The male has the hind-feet rather brighter than in the 
three females and hi this ono respect is not separable from 
caztartcus. The B intang race needs no detailed comparison with 
typical imignis of Sumatra which has tire under parts much 
washed with rufous, or tire much brighter diverts of Borneo in 
whid l the flanks arc almost clear red, Mcridimnlln of Singapore 
Island, and formcaiv.s of Pulau Tioman are rutlrer dnllor: 
iurlhcrmore, the area hi ■twin mi the dorsal stripes is similar in 
colour to Lire flanks and both have the tail hairs tipped with 
ochracoons, not white. 

This is Lire first time Lariscus has been definitely recorded 
from tiro Riiio Archipelago, 
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MdS. 9, 1934. 
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
